Reports have been received at Washington from all the 
parties of the U. S. Geological Survey that are at work 
this season in Alaska. Messrs. F. E. and C. W. Wright 
were assigned to geolegic work in southeastern Alaska. 
They have completed the reconnaissance from Juneau to 
Sitka and have begun an examination of the gold deposits 
near Sitka and of the coals of Admiralty Island. Later in 
the season they will work southward along the mainland 
and toward the end wiil visit some of the copper mines in 
the Ketchikan District. Topographic and geologic work 
covering an area of abcut 700 square miles was done dur- 
ing June in the placer district about Cook Inlet. Mr. F. 
H. Moffit was the geologist of the party and Mr. E. G 
Hamilton was topographer. Mr. R. W. Stone spent about 
three weeks in June in an examination of the Kachemak 
coal fields, and toward the end of the month joined Dr. 
G. C. Martin, who had been making a re-examination of 
the Bnochkin oil field. Together they will make an ex- 
amination of the mineral resources of Alaska Peninsula. 
Mr. T. G. Gerdine, with his assistants, Mr. W. R. Hill and 
Mr. R. B. Oliver, in june began the survey on a large 
scale of the more important part of the mining district 
near Nome. Mr. Gerdine’s party, owing to the treeless 
character of the country, were able to use wagons for 
transportation purposes. Mr. Arthur J. Collier left Nome 
early in July to study the coal fields near Cape Lisburne. 
which lie on the Polar Ocean, north of the Arctic Circle. 
He will be assisted by Mr. Chester Washburn. A party 
of 12 men under the direction of Mr. D. C. Witherspoon 
left Seattle May 2S for work in the Yukon-Tanana Area. 
The topograhic corps of the party was to operate under 
personal supervision of Mr. Witherspoon, who was as- 
sisted in his work by Mr. G. Thomas Ford. Mr. L. M. 
Prindle was in charge of the geologic party, and he was 
assisted by Mr. F. L. Hess. Mr. C. W. Purington, as- 
sisted by Mr. Sidney Paige, is studying the Alaskan 
methods of placer mining. It is expected that the results 
of this study will determine the best methods of economi- 
cally exploiting the gold deposits of this section of the 
country. Mr. Alfred H. Brooks, geologist in charge of the 
division of Alaskan mineral resources, left Washington 
early in August, expecting to visit the several survey 
parties at Cook Inlet, Nome and in southeastern Alaska 
before returning to Weshington in October. 


OBITUARY. 

Reuben Shirriffs, a civil engineer, committed suicide 
by means of illuminating gas in Washington, D. C., Aug. 
$1. He was 52 years old. 

Edward A. Graves, a civil engineer of Streator, IIl., 
died at his home in that city Aug. 29. He had been em- 
ployed for many years with the C. W. & V. Coal Co., and 
had also at various times been City Engineer of Streator. 


Francis Conklin, Superintendent of Buildings of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., under Mayor Van Wvck, and Superintendent 
of Carnegie Libraries in Brooklyn under the present ad- 
ministration, died at his home in that city Aug. 29, aged 
63 years. 


Alexander Pollock, M..Am. Soc. M. E., died at his home 
in Glen Ridge, N. J., Sept. 3. Mr. Pollock was at the 
head of the staff of engineers which Captain Ericsson had 
with him in the construction of the Monitor, and served 
with Ericsson until the close of the war. Mr. Pollock 
was also a member of the Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers. He was 66 years old. 


Clark Caryl Haskins, well known in the electrical world 
as an inventor and writer, died at his home in Chicago, 
Ill., Sept. 3. In 1841 Mr. Haskins is said to have sent 
the first telegraphic message that ever passed between 
two countries, sending it from Buffalo to Queenston, Can- 
ada. His most notable achievement was evolving the mul- 
tiple switchboard, now used for telephones all over the 
world, which make it possible to operate any number of 
lines from the same exchange. He was 77 years old. 


Emil Mahlo, topographical draftsman of the Navy De- 
partment, and a well-known landscape engineer, died sud- 
denly at his home in Wiehle, Va., Aug. 31, aged 53 
years. He was born in Dresden, was graduated from the 
polytechnic school of that city, and came to the United 
States to lay out Fairmount Park, Philadelphia. He 
was afterward attached to the naval hydrographic office 
in Washington, assisted in the survey of boundary lines, 
and for several years was park engineer of Louisvii'e, 
Ky. He returned to the Navy Department in 1899.
